- vations, as are neceſſary to know and 
forma right Eſtimate of Diſeaſes, ſo I 
2 think it expedient, for the Sake of Or- 
der and Accuracy, to begin with thoſe Diſorders, 
which affect the whole Body. Among theſe, 
the moſt frequent and fatal to Mankind is a Fever, 
without which, as ſome Authors have aſſerted, no 
Perſon ever loſt his Life, unleſs he had the Misfor- 
tune to be cut off, by a ſudden and violent Death. 
I ſhall therefore trace this Subject from its 2 
beginning with that Species of Fever, which | 
cauſe it is terminated in one Day, is called a Diary 
Fever, 5g is beben pere by the l Signs 
as B A 
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Diary Fever. A gentle Heat, reſembling that of Perſons under 


the Influence of Anger, or of thoſe whoſe Stomachs 
are overloaded with Wine, 1s diffus'd over the 
whole Body. A Diary Fever has alſo this Peculiar 
to it, that the Pulſe is at firſt e; but as it af- 
terwards becomes moderately. quick and frequent, 
ſo 'tis equal, ſoft," and regular, as in a natural 
State ; the Urine undergoes little or no Change, 
Por is the Diſorder preceded by a Loathing of 
Food, a ſpontaneous Laſſitude of the Body, di- 
ſturb'd Sleep, preternatural Vawnings, or Horrors; 
but it ſeizes the Patient ſuddenly, and afflicts him 
with no other Symptoms, than a Pain of the Head 


and Stomach, a Nauſea, Heat, and Reſtleſſneſs. It 


is ſometimes impereeptibly terminated without any 
ſenſible Evacuation, but more frequently by copi- 
ous Exhalations thro” the Skin, a moiſt Diapho- 
reſis, or by gentle and not very profuſe Sweats. 
"Tis alſo to be obſerved, that a Diary Fewer, is al. 
molt conſtantly produc'd by evident Cauſes ; fuch 
as Watchings, Anxiety, Grief, Anger, the Heat 
of the Sun, Wearineſs, Drinking to Exceſs, Hun- 
ger, and ather Circumſtances of a ſimular Nature. 
Tho' it generally terminates in one Day, yet if it 
exceeds this Period, and continues beyond the third, 
it ceaſes to be a Dian, and degenerates into a putrid 
Fever; in this Caſe if the Patient's Habit · N exceſ-

ſively dry, a HedGic Fever is alſo to be dreaded. It 


is eaſier to cure, than really to know and diſtinguiſh 
every Fever of the Diary Kind; for which Rea; 
ſon it generally happens, chat this 2 * 3m of Fe- 
ver, proves injurious tothe Patient, before it can 
be diſtinguiſhed for the Diſeaſe it really is. This 
Diſorder is not only moſt generally incident, but

I now proceed to treat of thoſe Fewers which aze 
accompanied with. a Putrefaction of the Humours, Continent 7 
beginning with that which ariſes from a putrified , 
State of the Blood.

| But the moſt frequent of all is tliat Species of Ardent Fe- 
Tertian, called an Ardent Fever, | which is known ve. 
by theſe Signs. An intenſe Heat of the whole Body, 
which however is greater internally. than exter- 
nally ;- an obſtinate Watching, and ſometimes 
a profound Sleep. The Tongue is alſo dry, 
thick, rough, blackiſh and perceives a Kind af 
bitter 1 — RO is difficult, the Stomach 
begins to feel a ent Pain, the Appetite is loſt, 
and an inſatiable Thirſt and Heat of the, Pre 
cordia afflict the Patient. In ſome; the Body is ſo- 
luble, whilſt others labour under Coſtiveneſs. The 
Patient at laſt becomes ſo reſtleſa, that he ſupports 
the Diſeaſe with the greateſt Difficulty, and is fre- 
quently ſeized with a Delirium. As this Species of 
Fever is very violent, it is ſoon terminated; for if it 
appears with laudable Signs from the Beginning, 
it is with moſt Patients terminated on the fourth 
Day, and with none remains after the Seventh. It 
ends either by a Vomiting and Purging, an univerſal 
Sweat, or an Hemorrhage from the Naſe. As 
this Diſorder is not very incident to old Perſuns, 
ſo *tis highly dangerous when it ſeizes them, but 
it is leſs dangerous in young Perſons, tho' theſe lat 
ter are more ſubject to it than the former. An ar- 
dent Fever frequently terminates in an Inflamma- 
tion of the Lungs, in which Caſe a ſpeedy.

ments, but often change Colours and weep inceſ- 
antly, for this State is ſucceeded by Convulfions ;

Beſides if fuch a Condition of i 
the Urine is long continued, it prognoſticates Death. o 
It is alſo a dangerous Sign when the Urine i a 
red, thick, turbid, fetid, diicharged with Difficulty, Ml ſi 
in ſmall Quantities; at ſhort Intervals; againſt: the F 
Patient's Will, or when it is concocte without Wl 
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an apparent Cauſe; when the Violence of the Te- 


wer is not felt by the Patient, on account of his 
Delirium; when upon the firſt Acceſſion of the 
Fever a copious Sweat breaks out, or the Patient 
begins to grow delirious, or has any Part of his 
Body rendered paralytic; and laſtly, when the Ac- 
ceſſion is violently augmented every third Day. 


We now come to lay down thoſe Signs which 


in acute Fevers prognoſticate certain Death, which 
may be diſcovered to be very near, when under a 
violent Degree of the Diſeaſe there is a great 


Weakneſs and Loſs of Strength, eſpecially if at 


ſuch a Time there is a Delirium or a Rigor, or 
if the Delirium is accompanied with a Taciturnity,

provided the Patient is on no other Account de- 


priv'd of the Uſe of his Speech; when during an 
exceſiive Weakneſs, the Lips, Eyebrows, Eyes and 
Noſtrils are diſtorted; when at this Juncture, the 
Patient neither ſees nor hears; or if when his 
Speech 1s Ioft, he lies with his Eyes winking with- 
out an Hemorrhage from the Noſe, or a Vomiting 
in order to carry off the Diſorder. The Danger is 
alſo the greater if the Patient breaths. with the 
utmoſt Difficulty; nor is his Fate leſs deplorable 
if the Tears trickle from his Eyes; if they are 
ſunk, prominent or darkened; if they roll about in 
a wild and undeterminate Manner ; if they are 
dull or diſtorted ; if their Whites become. preter - 
naturally large, and their Blacks proportionably 
ſmall ; or if their Blacks are hid under the ſupe- 
rior Eyelids, whilſt the Whites appear red with 
pale or black Veins diſperſed thro them; when 
a Subſtance like a Spider's * Web covers the whole 
of the Eyes; or when the natural Mucus which 


ſhould lubricate them remains in the Extremities 


of their Angles; when during Sleep the Eyelids 
are not entirely cloſed; or when they are exceſ- 
lively pale, unleſs the Paleneſs is produc'd by a 
Flux; or when one of the Eyes is leſs than the

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other. To theſe we may add, that the Danger 
is unavoidable, when one of the Ears is ſeized 
with an acute Pain, which Symptom generally 
proves mortal in ſeven Days, eſpecially if the Pa. 

But old Patients, - becauſe their 
Pain and Fever are not ſo intenſe, are general'y 
r to be in a ſafer State. _ 

Death ia alſo prognofticated, if in Cee 0 
the Fever, there is a Grinding of the Teeth ; if 
theſe appear black, livid and extremely dry; and 
if at the ſame Time in the Beginning of the Diſ- 
eaſe, the Tongue is firſt dry, then ber and af. 
| terwards black and foul ; if the Patient lies with 
his Mouth gaping and continually ; or if he 
ſeems as if he would be ſuddenly ſuffocated ; it be 
can” neither drink nor ſwallow his Saliva, tho' at 
the ſame Time there are are no Tubereles in his 
Fauces ; if he turns his Neck with great Difficul- 
ty, or if it is ſo diſtorted as to render his Deglutition 
uneaſy; if his Breath is cold, and his Pulſe thick, 
obſcure, and interrupted; if his Thirſt, which was 
before great, is remov'd, whilſt at the ſame Time 
his Fever is equally violent, and his Tongue equally 
dry and black; q if a Vomiting of Blood ha ra ry 
or a Vomiting of various fetid Subſtances of diffe- 
rent Colours; if his Fingers pick the Flocks off 
the Bedcloths, or involuntarily pull their Borders, 
or catch at ſome Objects on the 3 Walls; if 
the Extremities of his Fingers and Nails are livid 
or blackiſh, tho“ their Appearing ſo is no deadly 
Sign, provided the Patient's Strength is able to 
bear the Diſeaſe, and if other apparent Signs 
of Recovery enſue; for then the Patient's Health 
is reſtored, but the black and corrupted Parts fall 
off. It is alſo a fatal Sign, when the Abdomen 
becomes tumid, eſpecially after the Exhibition

Beginning of the Diſeaſe the Extremities become 
cold, and cannot be again rendered warm; when 
at the ſame Time that the Extremities of the Bo- 
dy are cold, the internal Parts are ſcorched with 
an intenſe Heat, or when the Patient is inſatiably 
dry; when the febrile Heat ceaſes all on a ſud- 
den, and without a manifeſt Cauſe; when Sweats 
and Deliquiums happen at the ſame Time that 
the Strength is greatly impaired ; when the Pa- 
tient lies on his Back, contracts his Knees, and fiips 
towards the Foot of the Bed; when he uncovers 
and ſpreads his Arms and Legs, at the ſame Time 
that they are not preternaturally hot; when the 
Pain lodged in the infeiror Part of the Body 
ſuddenly ceaſes, in conſequence of its Tranſlation 
to the Viſcera ; when any. Ulcer under which the 
Patient laboured before the Fever, or an Ulcer 
ariſing during the Fever, becomes dry and livid ; 
when there is. an Eruption of Puſtules all over 
the Body, without the Appearance of a purulent 


Abſceſs; when upon the Appearance of an Abſ- 


ceſs near the Ear it does not come to Maturity, 
no Hemorrhage happening from the Noſe, nor 
thick Urine being diſcharged in large Quantities; 
when a cold Sweat ariſes, and the Patient is ſe - 
verely afflicted on the fourth and . ſeventh Days; 
when on the eleventh Day he perceives no Crifis ; 
or when on the critical Days he becomes cold with- 
out ſubſequent Sweats ; when a Rigor happens 


and often returns, and at the ſame Time the Diſ- ; 


order 1s not alleviated by that Means; beſides, the 
Patient never fails to die when the Temples be- 
come ſunk, the. Noſtrils ſharp, the Eyes * 
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the Ears cold, languid, and hanging a little down. 
wards; when the Skin about the Forehead is hard 
and tenſe; and when the Countenance is pale 
like that of a Corpſe, or black, or totally cor.

Show Her, Among continual Fevers we may alſo claſs that, 


which becauſe it is of all others the mildeſt, is called 
2 Sloao Fewer, which ſucceeds a latent Putrefaction 
of the Humours fix'd in the Viſcera, or a Cor. 
ruption of the Viſcera themſelves. In this Diſorder 
the Patient ha-dly feems to be fick or to labour un- 
der any conſiderable Affliction; notwithſtanding 
which the Body is not nouriſhed by the Aliments 
taken, but gradually conſumes and languiſhes till at 
laſt it becomes ſo weak, that it can hardly move from 
one Place to another; the Pulſe is frequent, quick, 
and unequal but not large, and the Urine ſome- 
times has the Marks of Putrefaction. This Diſor- 
der generally accompanies a bad Habit of Body, and 
the Chloroſis of young Women, and continue: 
long, often excecding the fortieth Day: It is alſo 
more dangerous when it ſuceceds not only the 
Peccancy of the obſtructing Humours, but alſo the 
Corruption of ſome particular V iſcera, ſuch as the 
Liver, Lungs, Brain, and ſometimes of the Kid- 
neys, or other more remote Parts. In this Cafe, 
beſides the Symptoms already enumerated, the fol. 
lowing Circumſtances alfo happen. The Diſeaſe 
is long protracted, gradually increafes, and gene. 
rally Eebeds other Diſordersꝰ The uſual Method 
of Cure, eſpecially by Evacuants, is ſo far from al- 
leviating, that it often exaſperates it; it readih 
induces a Syncope, and gradually conſumes the 
Body, ſometimes without rendering its Preſence 
perceptible. This is the Species of Fever obſerv'd 
in thoſe who labour under a Conſumption. |

Tf therefore on the 
ſt Day, the Fever is acute, without any Suſpicion 
of Danger, and if there are evident Signs of Con- 
oction, the Crifis cannot be delay d beyond the 
ourth. But on the contrary, if on the firſt Day. 
many ſeemingly mortal Signs appear, the Patient 
lies before the fourth Day; for Hippocrates juſtly 
letermined, that violent Signs muſt neceſſarily ap- 
pear in the Beg ning, in thoſe who ire to 25 
ſoon. If the Criſis is to happen on the ſeventh 
Day, there will be a red Cload in the Urine on the 
fourth, and other proportionably good Signs will 
follow, unleſs by an Error either in the Phyſician or 
e Patient, the Criſis is retarded and falls upon 
he ninth or the eleventh ; for by Reaſon of ſome 
Error, the Crifis is delay'd in thoſe Diſeaſes which 
are free from Danger, whereas in mortal Diſorders, 
it anticipates its determin'd Time. Beſides, if there 
1s no Criſis on the eleventh Day, it cannot happen 
before the twentieth ; but if the Symptoms are mild 
till the ſeventh Day, it may happen ſooner. Thoſe, 
Diſeaſes which remain crude till the fourteenth Day,

On this Occaſion, the Patient 
is alſo very ſubject to a Pleuriſy, eſpecially if that 
Diſorder happens to be epidemical at the Time. 
If the Humour falls into the Fauces and Aſpera 
Arteria, befides Hoarſeneſs and a gentle Cough, 
it alſo exaſperates theſe Parts.

$ iv the Stomach, ſince this both inter- 
mits and remits, if the Concoction of the Stomach 
is duly promoted, but is either augmented, or re- 
turns, when the Stomach is oppreſſed with Cru- 
dities. Beſides, that proceeding from the Stomach, 
at the ſame Time, and in the ſame Manner, affects 
both Eyes, which, when inſpected, appear to have 
no Obſcurity or Concretion of the Humours. A 
true Cataract, when of long ftanding, cannot be 
cured without the Operation; which, however, is 
dubious, unleſs perform'd when the concreted Sub-

ſtance. is ſufficiently firm to be ſubjected to the 


Needle. If therefore any thing of the Nature of 
a Cataract is form'd, it is depreſſed by rubbing, and, 


remaining in that State, is not contracted again, 
But if the Patient 1s not totally deprived of Sight, 
but ſtill perceives ſome faint Images of Objects, 
and if the Diſorder is not of three, four or five 
Years ſtanding, we may know that it is too recent, 
and not fit for the Needle. But when it is too old, 


it reſiſts the Cure, and when removed, forthwith 


recurz, ſince, when the other Eye is ſhut, it can 
neither be changed by Rubbing nor Compreſſion, 
and; at the fame Time, totally deftroys the Sight. 
That Species of Cataract ſeems capable of a Cure, 
which, when it is rubb'd, ſeparates, and returning 
again is join'd, and appears of an obſcure white 
Colour; for the Cataract which is black. livid, or 
exceſſively white, can neither be cured by Medi- 
cines, nor the Operation. Beſides, a legitimate 
Cataract, upon inſpecting the Eye, never exhibits 
any thing like concreted Matter, but is totally ſe- 
rene. This Species induces a perpetual Blindneſe, 
which never yields to any Remedies. | 
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As for Lippitude, it is known by the following 
Signs: A violent Inflammation ſeizes the Eyes with 
intenſe Pain, 'Tenfion, Tumor, Heat and Redneſ;, 
Sometimes alſo, this Diſorder is attended with ſuch 
a Senſe of Puncture, as if a Needle or Thorn ſeem'd 
to prick or ſtimulate the Eye. The Eyes are alſo full 
of hot Tears, which are ſucceeded ſometimes by a 
imall, and ſometimes by a large Quantity of Phlegm. 
Some Sordes are alſo lodged in the larger Angles of 
the Eyes, and if the Diſorder is violent, the Parts ad- 
jacent become tumid, the Arteries all around beat 
violently, and the Inflammation is diffuſed from the 
Angles of theEyes, thro'all the adherent Membranes, 
In this Diſorder the minute Veins of the Eyes be. 
come turgid, and thoſe which, during Health, were 
imperceptible in the White of the Eye, are render'd' 
conſpicuous. It alſo generally happens, that the 
whole White of the Eye is of a reddiſh Colour. The 
Approach of this Diſeaſe is principally to be dread- 
= when, in good Health, the Temples are often 
pain'd, when the Patient ſweats in the Night, ard 
when the Forehead itches. The „ ga. of the 
Difeaſe, is when a thin Phlegm is diſebharged from 
the Eyes; its Encreaſe, when this Phlegm becomes 
thick and white, and its State or Height, when it 
is copiovs, . thick, and, as it were, glews up the 
Eyelids during Sleep. Bus the Decline is, when 
both the Phlegm and the Signs peculiar to the 
Diſeaſe are diminiſh'd. It is in this Diſorder a 
Taudable Sign, when the Tears, the Phlegm, and 
the Tumour appear all together, ſo that the Tears, 
not being very hot, may be mix'd with a white 
and ſoft Phlegm, and the "Tumour ſmooth but not 
hard; for in this Caſe the Eyelids have their Ex- 
eoriations conglutinated by Reſt, nor are the Pains 
ſo violent. This Degree of the Diſeaſe is ſufficiently 


ſafe and ſhort. But if the Tears are copious, and 


intenſely bot, the Phlegm ſcanty, the Tumour 
ſmall, and only one of the Eyes affected, ma 
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conclude, that the Diſorder is neither very painful 
nor dangerous, but that it will be long protracted, 
ſince it cannot be terminated before the twentieth. 
Day, whilſt in ſome it continues till the fortieth, 
and in others till the ſixtieth Day. During ſuch a 
long Time an Exulceration is generally to be 


dteaded. But in all Lippitudes the Phlegm muſt 
be white, ſoft, and mix d with the Tears, eſpe-

But a large Tumour is generally without Danger, 
if it is free from Pain, and dry.

But theſe Tumours are juſtly 
thought unſafe, which are accompanied with Tears 
and Pain; for when the Tears are hot and ſaline 
they induce a Danger of an Exulceration, both in 
the Pupil and the Eyelids.

The Medicinal Obſervations 
Pleuriſies prove mortal, either by the Violence of 
their Symptoms, the Suffocation, or the Tranſlation 
of the Matter to other Parts, by which laſt Means, 
Conſumptions, Syncopes, and Madneſs are pro- 
duced, ' Having ſpecified in-what Caſes a Pleurify 
is mortal, we now come to conſider thoſe in which 
it is highly dangerous. It is therefore accompanied 
with great Danger, when a large Quantity of Spit; 
internally produces a Kind of ſnorting Noiſe in the 
Breaſt; when the Countenance is dejected, and the 
the Eyes tinged with a yellow Colour, as in the 
Jaundice. It is no leſs dangerous a Sign, when 
the Patient, after a laudable Expectoration, ſud- 
denly ceaſes to ſpit, without a Removal af tbe 
Pain, and Senſe of Weight in the Breaſt. Ther 
is alſo great Danger, when the Breaſt is intenſely 
hot, and the Extremities cold; and when the Pais 
encreaſes, by lying either on the ſound or affected 
Side, ſo that the Patient is obliged to lie on his 
Back. It is no leſs dangerous a Sign, when, long 
after the Beginning of the Diſeaſe, the Patient

Deliquiums, 
Suffocations, Tremors, Epilepſies, or even a Syn 
cope, by a Concurrence of which Symptoms 
Children are ſrequently cut off. es tbeſe 
Symptoms, Worms have been frequently found to 
produce Colics, canine Hunger, a. Boulimy, and 
alpitations of the Heart. The long Worms are, 
for the moſt part, generated in the {mall Inte 
ſtines, which they vellicate by their Bites when 
hungry. Sometimes alſo, they aſcend to the Sto- 
mach, in which Caſe they excite a Pain, Nauſea, 
and Vomitirg, together with an Hiccup, and a 
dry Cough, which recurs at ſhort Intervals. They 
alſo render the Deglutition difficult when they 
arrive at the Stomach. Amidſt - theſe Symptoms 
: ſome wake with a Shriek, jump out of Bed, and 
immediately after fall aſſeep. Others, during 
their Sleep, thruſt out their Tongues, grath their 
Teeth, ſpeak unaccountable Things, and ne 14 
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godies into various Poſtures. Children alſo form 


their Mouths in ſuch a Manner as if they were 


holding the Nipple, or ſeemed to eat ſomething. - 


Many Patients alſo. have their Eyes and Cheeks 
red, but this Redneſs is ſoon after converted into 
a livid Colour. The Pulſe is unequal, obſcure, 
delective and recurrent. In ſome the corrupted 
Aiments are. diſcharged by Stool, the Abdomen 
becomes tumid with Flatulences, and the reſt of 
the Body is extenuated without any apparent Cauſe. 
If a Fever happens, it increaſes witaout any regu- 
hr or certain Order, and recurs three or four 
Times every Day or Night, with a conſiderable 
Refrigeration of the. Extremities. Long Worms 
are leſs dangerous, but more frequent, than ſuch 


a3 are broad, eſpecially from the Patient's Infancy,  _ 


to the Years of Puberty. But tho' broad Worms, 
generated in the Inteſtinum Cœcum, or the Cells 
of the Colon, produce many Symptoms alſo fami- 


lar to the long Worms, yet they have this Diſad. 


vantage, that by their continual Gnawing they 
fatigue the Patient, and induce an inſatiable Hun- 


ger ; as ſoon as the Aliments are taken they forth-

They are often Arad 
in the Stools, which Circumitance is alſo frequent 
in Adults. Amidit theſe Symptoms, there is a 
continual Deſire of going to.

We now come to conſider that Diſorder of the 


Anus, in which the Veins, diſtributed through i, 
diſcharge large Quantities of Blood. this Diſorder 


is known by the Name of Hemorrhoids. As the 


Blood convey'd to theſe Parts is ſometimes not 
evacuated in the uſual Manner, ſo theſe are called 
Blind Hemorrhoids, which cannot be ſeen, and are 
accompanied with a violent Pain of the Anu, 
eſpecially when the Excrements are extreamly hard. 


This Pain is ſo violent as to produce an Inflamma. 


tion of the Anus But when the Hemorroids are 
open,* the Blood is always diſcharged by an Effort 


made for that Purpoſe, eſpecially after the lat 


Stool. It is alſo ſometimes ſpontaneouſly evacu- 
ated. This Blood, when apart from other Sub- 
ſtances, is at firſt melancholic, then pure and red, 
and ſometimes, when if concretes in the Rectum, 
it is diſcharged m the Form of a red Grume. This 
Blood alſo differs from that diſcharged from the 
Meſentery, the Liver, or any of the other ſuperior 
Parts; for that from the Meſentery is in a ſmall 


Quantity; that from the Liver is not pure Blood, 
but reſembles Water in which new killed Fleſh 


has been waſh'd; and the Blood flowing from a 
Rupture of the Veins of the ſuperior Parts is black, 
parch'd, and reſembling Tar.

dpecies. The moſt favourable cf theſe, is that 
which reſembles the Itch, and in which the Aſpe- 
ities of the Skin are rediſh, ſomewhat hard, and 
accompanied, with a Kind of corroſive itching ; _ 
aud this Species is commonly called Prurigo. A 
worſe Species of Impetigo is that in which the Skin 
is rougher, redder, and cover'd with larger Puſtules. 5

companied with various Deformities of the Skin.

Kind of Inipetigo, the Skin is very thick, hard, tumid

This Species of the 
Diſorder is called Phra. The fourth Species 
of Impetigo, called the Leproſy, is of all others 
the moſt terrible, becauſe it is incurable. In this, 
the Eroſion is more violent, the whole Surface of 
the Body, with the ſubhjacent Humours, is whitth, 
and reſembles a recent Cicatrix. The Skin is alſo 
fiſfured, extreamly hard, and upon the falling of the 
Scales, which are white or pale, diſcharges Blood. A 
Lichen, when neglected, eaſily degenerates into a 
Pfora, and this into a Leproſy. Perſons ſeiz d either 
with a Pſora or a Leproſy, are generally emaciated,

We now. proceed to treat of the Vitiligo, in 
which the Skin is render'd unſeemly, not by con- 
tinued, but by ſeparate and irregular Spots.

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large Evacuations of another Kind, or who are | 
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A ſmall Quantity of Urine alſo frequently indicates bh 


that the Urinary Ducts are obſtructed either by a 
Stone, or by a groſs and viſcid Humour. In acute 
Fevers a ſmall Quantity of Urine, ariſing either 
from the Force of the Diſeaſe, the Defe& of 
Moiſture, . or the Weakneſs of the expulſive Fa- 
culty, is an infallible Preſage of Death.
